Luxury Before Necessity 



A NFCUS SUGGESTION 



The University of Toronto Stu- 
dents' Administrative Council last 
week turned down the proposal of 
one of its members that. NFCUS, 
Canada's national student union, 
should suspend its activities for a 
period of five years. The person 
who put forth the suggestion evi- 
dently felt that Canadian students 
could biiild a stronger organizat- 
ion in which to plan and to talk 
over ■ the basic structure of 
NFCUS. . 



We feel that the proposed sus- 
pension is not the answer to the 
NFCUS question. However, it does 
recognize that^the trouble with 
the organiin^t^is a basic defi- 
ciency andfcalls^for drastic mea- 
sures will at present solve NFCUS' 
dilemma. NFCUS advocates are 
fond of pointing out that national 
student unions work in other cpun- 
trie8;/Jn; some European nations 
the students form a powerful Job- 
by whose opinions are consi^^ 



and respected bjr the government 
In Canada conditions are gene 
rally good in the .universities; so 
far there has been little need for 
■a strong student lobby. Nor do 
Canadian colleges permit their 
students to have the same measure 
of self-government as those, en- 
rolled in universities in other 
countries. 

' In short it is possible that Can 
adian students neither need nor 
j^ant a national student lobby.

which can absorb the "overflow" 
from McGill, or mGill Itaelt will 
have to expand. Our social, poli- 
tical and industrial organization 
to day is siich that while admit- 
ting the desirability of having Mc- 
Gill emphasize quality, we must 
nevertheless recognize the right of 
poténtial ' students to" dcqulrér. Ta 
university education somewhere in 
this province. 

Luxuries must always take 
second place to necessities; and 
the type of university which your 
editorial ' envisages is a luxury 
which must await the establish- 
ment of a "London, Columbia,, or 
Culcutta.". ■ .. . . '
